Bob  Bernier 


When  speaking  with  Professional  Numismatist  Bob  Bernier,  there  are 
three  things  you’ll  notice.  Bob  listens  intently  to  every  word  spoken.  The 
corners  of  his  mouth  rise  periodically  on  the  verge  of  a  smile.  And  when  he 
speaks,  he  delivers  his  message  in  a  relaxed,  polite,  and  totally  professional 
tone.  Perhaps  this  is  why  Bob  has  gained  such  a  loyal  following  among  New 
England’s  clientele  —  and  why  a  new  New  England  customer  wrote  to  us  last 
April  that  Bob  “has  treated  me  as  if  I  had  dealt  with  him  and  your  company  for 
years.  He  is  a  professional  in  every  way  and  dealing  with  him  is  a  pleasure.” 

Born  in  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  Bob’s  first  exposure  to  collectible 
investments  occurred  during  his  childhood.  Bob’s  grandfather,  whom  he  visited 
often,  lived  in  a  house  filled  with  antiques.  “I  remember  being  fascinated  by  the 
thought  that  all  those  old,  rare  pieces  of  brass  and  crystal  were  worth  money."

“After  graduating  from  college  (Bob  holds  a  B.B.A.  in  Marketing  from  t  e 
University  of  Massachusetts  at  Amherst),  I  dabbled  in  accounting,  sold 
insurance,  held  several  sales  positions.  That  taught  me 
investments.  But  until  I  started  selling  coins,  I  was  never  satisfied  with  what  I 
was  doing  -  because  I  couldn’t  believe  in  the  products  I  was  dealing  with.  For 
that  reason.  Bob  describes  the  day  he  joined  New  England  as  “a  dream  come 
true.  With  coins,  I  don’t  have  to  convince  anyone  to  buy.  I  simply  give  collectors 
the  straight  facts  and  let  the  facts  do  the  convincing  for  me. 

Bob  currently  lives  in  Revere,  Massachusetts,  with  his  wife  of  3  months 
Rosemary.  He  enjoys  gardening,  visiting  antique  shops  and 
the  future  of  rare  coins.  “I  was  talking  with  a  friend  the  other  day  who  knew  of  a 
bank  possibly  interested  in  buying  rare  coins.  It  wasn’t  a  big  bank,  but  vvho 
knows?  It’s  very  possible  that  a  Chemical  or  CitiBank  might  someday  start 
demanding  coins.  Do  you  realize  what  that  would  do  to  the  value  of  current 
collections?”  Bob  lets  out  a  breath  and  rolls  his  eyes.  “It  s  awesome  to  think 
about.  It  really  is.”

Market  Report 


At  the  shows 

In  the  weeks  following  the  1979  A.N.A.  Convention  (held  July 
29-August  2),  few  major  coin  shows  were  held.  However,  private  trading 
among  dealers  and  collectors  continues  to  be  strong.  It  seems  that, 
month  after  month,  new  price  records  for  quality  rare  coinage  are  set. 
Nor  is  this  trend  likely  to  abate  —  particularly  with  today’s  increasing 
inflation,  and  increasing  awareness  among  investors  of  the  advantages 
of  tangibles. 


Nickel,  is  also  experiencing  a  sharp  upswing  in  demand.  Investors  have 
been  scrambling  recently  for  Uncirculated  1883’s  as  well  as  the  scarcer, 
underrated  Proofs. 

Commemorative  prices,  especially  for  silver  Commemoratives,  are 
rising,  too.  Foreign  collectors  seem  particularly  eager  to  buy  U.S. 
Commemoratives  because,  relative  to  the  market  for  foreign  Com¬ 
memoratives,  U.S.  Commemoratives  remain  a  bargain. 


Gold 

Nowhere  was  this  awareness  more  apparent  than  in  this  month’s 
gold  market.  Gold  bullion  hit  an  incredible  record  high  of  $320.00  per 
ounce.  Coinciding  with  this  record-high  price  is  an  unprecedented 
demand  for  rare  gold  coinage.  (A  similar  coincidence  of  record  gold 
bullion  prices  and  rare  gold  prices  occurred  in  1974  when  gold  bullion 
broke  the  $200.00  per  ounce  mark  for  the  first  time  in  its  history.)  Dealer 
demand  is  especially  strong  for  gem-quality  Indian  Head  Half  Eagles  and 
Indian  Head  Eagles.  Recently,  a  1915  Indian  Head  Eagle  in  MS-69 
reportedly  traded  hands  at  a  mid-4-figure  price.  New  England  sold  an 
extremely  rare  1907  Rolled  Edge  with  Periods  Indian  Head  Eagle  for  a 
mid-5-figure  price.  And,  just  prior  to  the  A.N.A. ,  $430,000.00  was  paid  for 
the  Brasher  Dubloon  —  the  largest  amount  ever  realized  for  a  single  gold 
coin.  New  England’s  numismatists  report  that,  for  virtually  all  gold 
coinage,  “buy  prices”  coming  in  over  nationwide  teletype  circuits  are 
increasing  daily. 

Silver 

Silver  also  continues  to  climb  with  bullion  prices  now  topping 
$11.00  per  ounce.  This  upward  trend  has  helped  to  keep  silver  dollar 
prices  from  easing  off,  despite  the  expectations  of  some  silver  dollar 
dealers.  As  silver  bullion  climbs  further,  look  for  gem-quality  silver 
dollars  to  make  strong  gains.  Currently,  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars 
seem  to  be  making  gains  daily  —  and  dealers  are  experiencing 
increasing  demand  for  Proof  Walking  Liberty  Halves  and  Mercury  Dimes. 
These  coins  are  on  the  rise  because  of  their  currently  moderate  pricing 
and  low  mintage.  However,  with  demand  increasing,  their  prices  will  not 
remain  moderate  for  long.  The  only  silver  coinage  not  making  substantial 
gains  are  later-date  Washington  Quarters. 

Other  news 

The  demand  for  choice  Nickel  coinage  is  rising,  with  a  great  deal  of 
attention  being  paid  to  gem  Proof  Buffalo  Nickels  of  both  types.  The  last 
of  the  inexpensive  19th  century  type  coins,  the  1883  No  Cents  Liberty

In  your  (June)  Market  Report  you  mentioned  a  “Panama-Pacific  50t 
S-less  Gold  Piece”  but,  according  to  the  Red  Book,  the  Pan-Pac  50c  is 
silver.  Perhaps  the  gold  piece  you  mentioned  was  some  sort  of  Pattern? 
—  D.B.,  Waverly,  OH 

The  Panama-Pacific  “S-less"  Gold  Piece  offered  at  this  year’s  ANA 
Auction  was  a  trial  piece,  so  you  won’t  find  it  listed  in  the  Red  Book  (A 
Guidebook  of  United  States  Coins  by  R.S. 

Yeoman).  However,  you  will  find  it  in 
J.  Hewitt  Judd’s  reference  work,  United 
States  Patterns,  Experimental  and  Trial 
Pieces.  It  is  listed  in  that  book  as  item 
#1793. 

This  particular  piece  was  mentioned 
in  our  Market  Report  because  of  its  ex¬ 
treme  rarity.  According  to  Judd,  only  2 
gold  50(1  Pan-Pac  pieces  were  struck  — 
both,  presumably,  at  the  Philadelphia 
Mint.  One  of  those  two  pieces  once 
belonged  to  King  Farouk  of  Egypt  and  has  since  been  polished.  The 
other,  offered  at  the  ANA,  is  a  beautiful  specimen  in  Proof-65  condition 
with  fully  struck  details  (pictured  here).  Two  other  versions  of  the 
'■‘S-less’’  Pan-Pac  SOc  piece  were  also  struck:  one  in  copper,  the  other  in 
silver.  Specimens  of  these  two  trial  pieces  were  also  offered  at  the  ’79 
ANA  Auction.  Like  their  gold  cousin,  these  pieces  are  also  extremely 
rare.  Only  2  or  3  silver  “S-less”  pieces  were  struck  and,  although  about  6 
copper  pieces  were  struck,  there  are  only  2  known  in  existence  today.

I  was  very  pleased  to  receive  my  order  so  promptly.  However,  I  have 
returned  the  1863  Indian  Cent  to  ask  a  question  concerning  a  definite 
seam  or  crack  which  appears  to  have  a  melted  edge,  extending  from 
above  the  “E”  in  STATES  to  almost  the  point  above  the  “O.”  This  seam 
also  appears  to  be  a  slightly  different  tint.  It  almost  seems  that  a  repair 
has  been  made.  I  would  appreciate  any  information  you  could  give  me 
about  this  coin.  —  K.D.,  Silver  Spring,  MD 

The  seam  on  your  particular  specimen  of  the  1863  Indian  Cent  is  a  “cud” 
(or,  as  it  is  sometirrres  called,  “broken  die”)  error.  Such  errors  occur  when 
a  piece  of  the  die  chips  off  around  the  die’s  rim.  When  a  die  chipped  in 
this  manner  strikes  a  planchet,  metal  is  forced  into  the  chipped  area, 
filling  it,  and  creating  the  seam  you  see  on  your  coin.  A  cud  seam  can  be 
differentiated  from  a  seam  made  by  repair  when  you  turn  a  coin  over. 
Usually,  a  cud  error  will  also  effect  the  opposite  side  of  the  coin  by 
weakening  its  design  or  lettering.  This  occurs  because,  when  the 
planchet  metal  flows  into  the  cud  area,  there  is  not  enough  metal  left  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  planchet  to  create  a  deep  impression. 

Cud  errors  have  become  popular  collectors’  items  in  the  past  few 
years.  For  additional  information  on  cud  errors,  you  might  want  to  read 
The  Design  Cud  by  Mort  Goodman. 


I  saw  an  advertisement  recently  that  offered  an  “undated”  Lafayette 
Commemorative  $1  piece.  Is  this  different  from  the  1900  Lafayette  you 
offered  in  your  catalog?  If  so,  please  tell  me  about  the  undated  coin.  — 
J.P.,  Dearborn,  Ml 

There  is  only  one  Lafayette  Commemorative  Silver  dollar.  Its  reverse 
features  the  inscription,  “Paris,  1900.”  Most  numismatists  consider 

this  to  be  the  coin’s  “date.”  Technically 
speaking,  however,  a  coin’s  “date”  is 
supposed  to  reflect  the  year  in  which  the 
coin  was  minted.  The  Lafayette  Dollar 
was  minted  in  1899.  1900  was  the  year  of 
its  distribution.  So,  strictly  speaking,  this 
coin  is  “undated.”  However,  you’ll  find 
that  most  dealers  and  collectors  refer  to 
the  coin  as  “the  1900  Lafayette  Com¬ 
memorative.” 

The  Lafayette  Commemorative  Dollar  doesn’t  bear  an  1899  date 
because  its  purpose  was  to  commemorate  a  French-American  exhibition 
to  be  held  in  1900.  And,  in  fact,  U.S.  Mint  officials  had  originally  planned 
to  produce  the  coin  in  that  same  year.  However,  by  mid-1899,  French 
officials  began  to  press  the  Mint  for  an  early  delivery  of  the  coin.  U.S. 
Mint  officials  complied  and,  on  December  14,  1899,  all  of  the  Lafayette 
Commemoratives  were  struck. 


Enjoyed  very  much  your  LaVere  Redfield  story  in  [the  May  issue  of) 
Inventory  Selections.  He  certainly  seems  like  an  unusual  character.  Did 
he  collect  any  other  coins  besides  Morgan  Dollars?  —  L.O.,  Northville,

As  we  briefly  mentioned  in  our  initial  article,  part  of  the  LaVere  Redfield 
collection  consisted  of  Peace  Dollars.  The  great  majority  of  his  407,283 
coins  were,  however,  Morgans.  As  far  as  we  know,  he  owned  no  other 
numismatic  pieces  of  any  real  value. 

And  yes,  Mr.  Redfield  was  a  unique  individual.  There  are  many 
intriguing  stories  about  him  circulating  around  his  home  town  of  Reno, 
Nevada.  Perhaps  one  of  the  most  surprising  is  the  story  of  Mr.  Redfield's 
$50,000  bid  at  a  local  real  estate  auction.  The  auction  was  held  outdoors 
in  a  tree-filled  park  —  just  the  place  for  a  picnic.  So  no  one  took  any 
particular  notice  of  Mr.  Redfield  when  he  bought  a  lunch  and  calmly 
began  eating  during  the  bidding.  As  the  bidding  progressed,  the 
millionaire  periodically  looked  up  from  his  meal  to  proffer  a  bid.  When 
the  auction  was  finished,  Mr.  Redfield  was  announced  as  the  successful 
bidder  at  $50,000.  Mr.  Redfield  then  rose,  clutching  his  lunchbag,  and 
walked  to  the  auction  table  to  claim  his  property.  When  he  reached  the 
table,  he  turned  his  bag  upside  down  and  coolly  poured  $50,000  onto  the 
podium  —  every  cent  of  it  in  cash!

A  week  later,  the  millionaire  would 
pay  the  teller  back  and  a  week  after  that  he’d  be  back  to  borrow  another 
$10.  This  went  on  for  quite  some  time  until,  one  day,  Mr.  Redfield  entered 
the  bank  to  find  the  woman  missing.  Upon  inquiring  where  she  was,  he 
was  told  that  her  daughter  had  fallen  seriously  ill.  Mr.  Redfield 
immediately  rushed  to  the  teller’s  home  and  handed  her  a  blank  check  to 
cover  any  medical  or  travel  expenses  needed  to  cure  the  child.
